. Frederick L. Hoffman' of New .Ter 
ey estimated the world's birth rave 
at 34.3 a thousand 
and the world's 
death rate at 25.0, leaving an annual 
natural rate of increase of 9.3 for each 
housand of population. 
"The present 
rate of natural in- 
rease," he said, "is certain to gro'jr if 
he "downward tendency of the death 
ate is further, augmented by sanitary 
mprovement, particularly in the case 
if uncivilized countries and primitive 
aces." 
Mr. Hoffman declared that during 
ho last thirty years the .death rate 
or England and Wales has decreased 
rom 19.4 to 14.7; that ot the German 
empire from 
23,5 to 17'.9; that of 
American cities 
from 
23.1 to 16.2. 
'There is no'question or doubt con-

conditions 'throughout the 
world," Mr. .Hoffman declared.

FIRE LOSSES SHOW 


NOTABLE DECREASE 


December Report Gives Total Losses 


at $285,860, a 40 Per Cent Re- 


duction Oyer Decem- 


ber, 1912.

Madison, Wis. Jan. 8.—Fire losses 
aggregating $285,880 occurred during 
the month of December last, acdord- 
ing to State Fire Marshal Clem P. 
Host in a statement today. 
There 
was a total of 185 fires covered by 
insurance aggregating $529,515. Dur- 
ing the month of December, one year 
ago, 
148 fires were recorded with a 
total'loss of $473,950. The Deduction 
of fire losses for the single month on 
this basis is nearly 40 per cent. 
Carelessness with matches caused 
twenty-three fires last month with a 
total loss of $34,325. Eight of these 
fires started by allowing children to 
play with matches and the loss from 
this single source was $4,935. 
Ten 
fires were caused as the result of fire 
in adjoining buildings. The loss' was 
$5,510. Fifteen fires were started by 
chimneys burnils out causing a loss 
of $28,040. Four ires were started by 
sparks from railroad engines and three 
by sparks from stationary engines re- 
sulting in a total loss of $38,605 for 
the seven conflagrations. There were 
seventeen incendiary or suspicious 
fires with property losses of $29,075.-; 
The report Indicates that six fires 
causing losses of $2,850 were started 
by tramps; three were due to smok- 
ers' carelessness with losses of $10,- 
400; 
three kerosene lamp explosions 
loss $2,670; seven gasoline explosions, 
loss $30,955; eight defective electric 
wiring: loss $7,375, two gas explosions 
loss .$8,540 and three: from defective 
boiler with losses of $4,825.

A STARTLING PROPOSITION. 
The country was startled, a day or 


two ago, by the following announce- 
ment from Detroit: 


"A fund of $10,000,000 has been set 
aside by the Ford Motor company for 
distribution among the employes of 
the concern. It will be given out in 
the form of increased wages and in 
many cases will amount to doubling 
the wages now received by the work- 
ers. 


"The plan will go into effect im- 


mediately for most of the employes. 
All men emloyes over 22 years' of age 
will receive their first increased pay 
January 12. The majority of them, 
now receiving $2.34 a day/ will be 
raised to about $5. This will affect 
90 per cent of the men. 


"The experts who receive $6 and $7 


a day will be taken care of under a 
special plan and their increase will 


, be proportional to that of the lower 


paid men. About 300 women and 500 
men under 22 years old also' will be 
investigated and a special provision 
made to include them in the benefit." 


Henry Ford, who is the Ford Mo- 
tor company, was practically a poor 
man six years ago wh.en he went to 
a local bank one Saturday afternoon 
and asked for a small loan to help 
him out on his pay-roll. 


The old banker turned him down 


and advised him to go a little slower. 
A few months ago the same banker 
went to Ford, and said, "I presume 
you have a grievance, and it would 
be useless to ask you for any busi- 
ness." To which- the 
magnate re- 
plied: "No! I never have any griev- 
ances and tomorrow I will open an 
account with you." 


The next day he sent him a check 


for two million dollars. The amount 
so startled the bank officials that a 
hurried directors' meeting was called 
to consider whether they could ^afford 
to accept it, fearing that it might be 
demanded on short notice. 


A committee called on Mr. Ford 


and was assured that no demand for 
money would be made for a year, and 
then but fifty thousand dollars 
a 
month would be called for. 


Today the Ford Motor company has 
so much money that fifty-two banks 
are used as depositories, and profits 
are piling up so fast that funds are 
rapidly accumulating. • 


No one envies Henry Ford the great 
success -which has made him a multi- 
millionaire in .half a dozen years, be- 
cause he is the kind of a man who 
merits success. 


He has no competition because his 
car is in a class by itself, and is like- 
ly .to be for some time to come, but 
the question of Mr. Ford's philan- 
thropy and the method adopted for 
the distribution of a part of his great 
wealth will result in more or less dis- 
cussion because of its significance. 


While Mr. Redfield, the commis- 
sioner of labor, endorses it, as he 
naturally would, and while socialists 
regard it as an evidence bf the grow- 
ing popularity of socialism, there is 
another side which presents a verv 
serious aspect. 


Mr. Ford has established a prece- 


dent for wages that is so impractical 
and so impossible for the industrial 
world to adopt, that it will lead to al! 
sorts of unrest and dissatisfaction, it 
not to complete demoralization. 


The employes of other automobile 


works will be the first to complain, 
for they will very naturally feel that 
they are worth as much, as' men en- 
gaged in the same kind of work at 
the Ford factory. 


Other industries will share the 
same sort of discontent, because a 
premium of more than one hundred 
per cent has been added to common 
labon, and a larger percentage to 
skilled artisans. 


The men that he employs could not 


go anywhere else and command half 
the money which he proposes to pay 
them because the wage scale is put 
of all reason, and away beyond the 
reach of the industries. 


_ Mr. Ford, as an individual, has a 
right to give away his surplus and 
his income of twenty-five million a 
year, in any way that he chooses, 
but as a cog in the great industrial 
wheel, the rights of others are en- 
titled to some consideration. 


His workmen would have been ju,st 
as well satisfied, and much better off, 
in the end, had he put his factory on 
the profit-sharing basis, and 
there 


would have been so cause for com- 
plaint. 


Had Mr. Ford thought out his un- 


wise policy, to its final conclusion, 
his generous impulses would 
have 
sought a safer channel, and both the 
business and industrial world would 
have been saved embarrassment.

DANGEROUS GOLF BALLS 


During the last few yeras several 
cases of severe, permanent, injury to 
the eyes have been reported, caused 
by the liquid contained in the small 
rubber core of certain 
golf-balls, 


which have been cut open by curious 
children. Almost invariably the his- 
tory is that some child finds an old 
golf-ball with its covering partly off. 
He removes the rest of the cover and 
rubber and then comes to the core 
ball: this he bounces until it burses 
or punctures it with a knife. The 
contained fluid spurts out onto his 
clothing and into his eyes. 


There are apparently two makes of 
golf-balls on tha market, each con- 
taining a different, highly caustic sub- 
stance. One contains a mixture of 
barium sulphate, soap and 
alkali. 
Balis of another make contain a solu- 
tion of zinc chlorid. As a result of 
these accidents, a bill was introduced 
in Urtf'legislature of Massachusetts to 
prohibit tie sale of golf-balls' which 
contained 
any " caustic •fluid."

United States.Golf Association issued 
a warning"to all "persons against the 
dangerons practice of -cutting open 
salf-balls.

PRISONERS'WAGES 


TOTAL A LARGE SUM 


Sheriff Whipple Reports Over $2^000 


Earned in Four Months by Men 


Committed Under New 


Law. 


Results of the .state commitment 
law for the paroling of^prisoners is 
shown by the report of Sheriff S. C. 
Whipple, which will be submitted to 
the - county, board at their meeting. 
One hundred and sixty men have heen 
committed since the first prisoner was 
sentenced from Beloit on August 16th, 
1913. Not until September 8th was' a 
prisoner 
sentenced from the Janes- 
vllle-court.'.:-. 
. - 
The county has received a total of 
$356.46 from the wages and Sheriff 
Whipple has turned over $1,551.58 to 
dependants of the prisoners. Deputy 
Sheriff Robert Whipple has collected 
over seven hundred dollars for the 
prisoners' . families. 
Besides 
these 
amounts it is estimated that about 
four hundred dollars has been spent 
for the paroled men for necessities of 
life. Rock county has made a great 
success of the'law, due to the efforts 
of Mr. Whipple and his deputies, and 
up to the present time the fund pro- 
vided ny the county board for the em- 
ployment of prisoners, has not been 
used, as there is plenty of .demand for 
laborers and the saw buck cure has 
had little chance to prove its prohi- 
bitlohary Qualities.
